Object was Captain Douglas .1. Horlander, commanding 
officer of the local unit (Company E, 132nd Armored En­ 
gineer Battalion, 40th Division).

Captain Ilorlander is a World War II veteran, having 
seen action in both theaters of war, including 11 countries. 
He was in the service 43 months, serving with the 361st 
Engineer (SS) Regiment.

This is his account of the Flying Saucer episode:
"I took a 24-man detail and left Camp Roberts one. day 

ahead of the troops. It was Friday, August 23, 6:10 p.m.
"Our convoy was just, about six miles north of Santa 

Barbara at Goleta. We were going along at 25 m.p.h.

"I was silting in.the front seat of the jeep, half asleep.

M/Sgt. William Lyons was riding In the rear. Suddenly 
Lyons tapped me on Ihe s'houlder.

" 'Hey, Cap,' he said. 'I've been watching this thing.'
"I looked up, and there I saw this round object 

standing perfectly still, at about a 1000 fl. elevation. 
It was round and shiny like the top of a tin can. It 
looked Jike the sun. only Ihe. sun was coming from 
another direction.

"First I thought it was a blimp. It was at a 45 degree, 
angle from us, toward the Jeft. All at once it zoomed side­ 
ways and then instantly up to about 5000 ft. at a right 
angle, like the beam of a flashlight.

"Then I thought that it might be a weather balloon," 
Horlander continued. "Rut suddenly it came down again to 
a 2000 ft. elevation.

Torrance, according to City 
Manager George Stevens. will 
be eligible for an additional 
$150,000.

Since the census will cost 
about $13,000. the added rev* 
nues are \\wrh the expense.

Torrance's population has in­ 
creased at a fantastic rate sine* 
1950. and the new census would 
be the city's fourth since that 
time.

Torrance's population by Oc­ 
tober will be about 82,000. City 
Manager George Stevens esti­ 
mated. Th«t means that the fig­ 
ure has amost quadrupled in six 
years.

Here are the figures:
1950-22.201
1952 31.834.
1953 44.914
1955--67.459.
Torrance, together' with four 

other Caifornia cities, will be 
able to boast of having had four 
special censuses since 1950, if 
the Bureau of Census will go 
ahead with another one here.

The four cities who have al­ 
ready had their fourth census 
are Anaheim, Fuller!on, Glen- 
dora, and West Covina.

Stevens thinks the local cen­ 
sus will be held around October.

Residents are moving Into 
Torrance at slightly more than 
1000 a month. Stevens predicted 
that the local population will 
teach about 150.000 in another 
ten years.

While Stevens estimated 82.- 
000 hy October of this year,
